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THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION, 


The Twenty-fifth Convention of the Young 
Men’s Christian Associations of the United 
States and Dominion of Canada will be 
held in Milwaukee, Wis., May 16-20, 1883. 

Every Association is responsible for the 
success of the Convention—first, in appoint- 
ing the full number of delegates to which 
it is entitled, and second, in taking care 
that the quality of its delegations are such 
as will best represent the character of the 
work, 

Representation is based only on the number 
of active members: i. e., members in good 
standing of Evangelical Churches. Associa- 
tions having one hundred active members, or 
less, are entitled to two delegates, and one 
additional delegate for each additional one 
hundred members. But it is customary for all 
members of Associations in attendance, not 
regularly accredited as delegates, to be 
constituted, by special vote, corresponding 
members of the Convention. Such members 
enjoy the right to the floor, and to all the 
privileges of delegates, except voting and 
entertainment. 

The most complete preparations are being 


made to render this Convention an entire | 


success, both in its immediate and far reach- 


ing effects, and the College Associations | 


are urged to do all in their power that will 
contribute to this success.

THE WORK OF THE COMING YEAR. 


The College Association will not have 
finished the work of the present year until 
it discharges the duty it owes to the work 
of the coming year. 

The first work of the Fall session, and in- 


deed the most important work of the fol- 
lowing year, consists in securing the union 
of new students with the Association. 
Every new student entering College next 
Fall should be persuaded to identify himself 
with the Association at the very beginning 
of the year. Nine out of ten will do this 
if approached when they first come on the 
campus. They will during the first few 
days of their absence from home be recep- 
tive to any influences which assure them of 
fellowship, and they will gladly accept the 
Christian greetings of the Association men. 
If the Associations consume a week or 
ten days in appointing Committees to invite 
these new students they will unquestionably 
fail to secure as many men as if they ap- 
proach them the very first day, or at latest 
the second day of the session. Therefore, 
let the President of the Association, before 
the end of this year, appoint a good Com- 
mittee on Membership, and secure from 
them the promise to be on hand at the very 
beginning of the Fall session for the purpose 
of offering to each new student an individ- 
ual invitation to fall in with the Christian 
men of the College. If this is done many, 
very many young men will take such a 
stand for Christ as will affect their whole 
College career. If it is not done many 
young men will drift from the moorings 
which held them while at home. They will 
either be inactive Christian$ or will fall into 
such companionship as will ruin them here 
| and hereafter. 
| Upon the President of each Association 
Jirst, and nezt upon the Committee he ap- 
points, hinges the destiny of many men, 
| who will, because of their culture, be used 
| as a greater power for or against Christ than 
any other class of men living.

FOURTH INTERNATIONAL CONFER- 
ENCE OF STUDENTS. 

Every College Association should be re- 
presented at the approaching International 
Convention. In addition to the hundreds 
of young men who will gather there, re- 
presenting all departments of business and 
professional life, a large number of students 
will be in attendance. 

Special sessions will be held at such times 


as will not conflict with the general exercises | 


of the Convention, which will be devoted to 
the consideration of the several phases of 
College Association work. Some interesting 
and important questions are also arising in 
the progress of the College work, which need 
careful investigation and an intelligent 
opinion on the part of the students compos- 
ing this Conference. Prominent among these 
questions are the promotion of more special 
work for reaching unconverted students, 
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the establishment of fraternal relations with 
students in other lands, especially those in 
Colleges located at Missionary stations, 
Association work in professional schools, 
the more thorough organization of work 
among different classes of College students, 
the promotion of more helpful inter-col- 
legiate relations, &c. 

The advantages of attendance upon such 
a Convention as this, the largest assemblage 
of Christian laymen in the world, are in- 
comparable. 

Every student will find it an epoch in his 
spiritual life. His contact with hundreds 
of intensely active, practical, Christian 
young men will completely revolutionize 
him. He will have an opportunity of learn- 
ing how little he has done for Christ, and 
how much a young man can do,

SUGGESTIONS CONCERNING REPRE- 
SENTATION. 

Careful attention to the following sugges- 
tions will greatly aid the Associations and 
their delegates in the matter of representa- 
tion at the coming Convention. It would 
be well for each delegate to be presented 
with a copy of this BuLLeTry, that he may 
avail himself of these points of information 

and advice : 

1. Decide to be represented. If possible 
send as many delegates as you are entitled 
to. By all means send at least one. 

2. If your purpose in representation is 
merely to profit your delegate, select him 
from the Senior Class. If, however, you 
desire to profit by his observations and see 
your work aided by his increased efficiency, 
select him from some class below the Senior, 
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the Sophomore being preferred. You may 
as well not be represented at all as send a 
man who will leave College in a few weeks. 

3. Send the name or names of your dele- 
gation to C, B. Willis, General Secretary, 
Y.M.C.A.,
